This is a decision on the petition under 37 C.F.R. §1 . 1 82, filed June 9, 2004, to change the name 
of the inventor. Petitioner has requested that the inventor, who was originally set forth as "Jeff 
Kempf," wishes to have the record reflect his complete legal name of "Jeffery Matthew Kempf"
